cer. How Bergen’s harbor defenses 
were taken remains a mystery, as 
far as I can learn. But most im- 
portant of all to the Nazi plot was 
the immediate domination of Oslo 
fjord with its mighty fortresses 
and the forcing of its virtually im- 
pregnable narrows at Drobak, to- 
gether with the seizure of the great 
Norwegian naval base at Horten. 

Only in this manner could the 
Germans penetrate to Oslo and de- 
liver an almost irreparable blow to 
Norway’s parliamentary Govern- 
ment. To seize all of Oslo fjord 
and force its narrows would have 
appeared impossible to any foreign 
government except the Nazi dicta- 
torship, but, by methods even more 
astonishingly efficient than those 
which it used against Austria and 
Czecho-Slovakia, the inconceivable 
Was accomplished. Until now, I be- 
lieve, the outside world has had 
to guess how it was done. 


To understand the conspiracy’s 
ecope one must go back somewhere 
near the climax of the plot. In Oslo 
I learned, on the most reliable au- 
thority, that Germany’s sea forces 
and troop ships sailed from Ger- 
man ports for their Norwegian ad- 
venture during the night of Thurs- 
day, April 4—three full days before 
the British mined the upper Nor- 
wegian coast between Bergen and 
Narvik. I also was informed with 
impressive assurance that the Ger- 
man army chiefs strongly opposed 
Fuehrer Hitler on the plan to in- 
vade Norway because they insisted 

_that communication lines for an 
army of occupation in Norway 
would be most dangerously limited 
and exposed. Nazi radical leaders 
supported Hitler and the decision 
was taken against the regular army 
chiefs’ counsels.

On Friday night, April 5, while 
the German fleet and transports al- 
ready were steaming toward Nor- 
way, an event of enormous histori- 
cal importance. occurred in Oslo 
and, until now, has probably never 
been reported.

At 7:45 o’clock, while we still had 
not the slightest idea what had 
happened in Oslo fjord and at Hor- 
ten, five Nazi bombers suddenly 
came roaring over the rooftops, so 
low they almost touched them. We 
watched them come, expecting 
bombs momentarily. Fortwo anda 
half hours German planes dived 
over the city, always only three or 
five in number. They were intended 
to terrorize the populace into sur- 
render and the authorities into in- 
action while the first troops landed 
by air at Fornebo outside the city. 


Curiosity, No Panic. 


Thousands of Oslo résidents 
gazed curiously and fearfully but 
no panic occurred. None of us 
dreamed that German warships 
were in the inner harbor and that 
Oslo was already doomed. We still 
thought that British ships 
planes might come at any moment. 
It seemed utterly incredible that 
the narrows of Oslo fjord could 
have been forced by the Germans, 
and its powerful forts silenced. 

The same madness of incompre- 
hensible events continued all day 
long. First was mystification over 
the complete lack of defense of the 
city by its naval forces and coast- 
al forts. Then it was the immuni-

it was the further fact that only 
one anti-aircraft battery seemed to 
be firing against the German 
planes, and this became silent aft- 
er firing only a few shells, all of 
which were inexplicably wide of the 
mark. 

Finally, at 10:30 o’clock, came 
an equally fantastic lull in which 
German planes only circled occa- 
sionally and absolutely nothing 
seemed to happen. Tens of thou- 
sands of persons, clustered in the 
streets and on the sidewalks, looked 
and waited utterly baffled. We all 
asked where were the British but 
also where were the Germans. 
Meanwhile, I had a great battle 
to get the telegraph office to ac- 
cept a dispatch without a special 
Government press card. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning Ste- 
vens and myself could find no re 
sponsible chief at his post in the 
telegraph building, only groups of 
perplexed employes standing in the 
corridors—those few who had re- 
ported for work. It was only 
through the personal intervention 
of Raymond Cox, first secretary 
who remained in charge of the 
American legation, that our first 
dispatches were finally accepted— 
and the only ones which were al- 
lowed to pass for more than 24 
hours. 

But Norway’s capital in every 
quarter was the scene of dazed dis- 
organization, completely without 
leadership. Apparently even the 
men who had been called to the 
colors did not know where to go or 
simply forgot about it. The streets 
were filled with men of fighting 
age, all standing watching the Ger- 
man planes, waiting and speculat- 
ing, but doing nothing and going 
nowhere. 

It was like this until 2:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Then, as I rushed 
up to the hotel desk, a porter asked 
me, “Aren't you going out to see 
the Germans come in?” 

“What do you mean, the Ger- 
mans?” 

“Yes, they are marching up Carl 
Johan boulevard any minute how.” 
| I called Irvin and Stevens and 
we _ outside into the strang-/| 
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est conceivable scene. Oslo’s beau- 
tiful main boulevard was jammed 
with people all flocking to see the 
Germans come in. Strangest of all, 
Norwegian policemen were calmly 
forming lines along the sidewalks 
and clearing the streets for the 
Germans’ triumphal entry. One of 
the policemen told me that the 
Germans would be there within 10 
minutes. 

All this and what followed I told 
in a dispatch which was filed that 
afternoon—but. the Germans had 
just taken over the telegraph build- 
ing and I learned two days later 
that not a line of my dispatch was 
ever sent. : 

Meanwhile, we supposed that the 
world knew most of the story. 


Entrance of Germans. 

We waited half an hour on the 
hotel balcony with an excellent 
view all the way up the boulevard 
to its beginning, at the foot of the 
hill on which the royal palace 
stands. Shortly before 3 o'clock, 
two trucks filled with a dozen Ger- 
man soldiers rolled up the street. 
The soldiers lolled in them, with 
their guns dangling, as if they had 
been assured that they had not the 
slightest resistance to fear. From 
the rear of the second truck two 
machine guns poked their noses 
meaningfully straight down 
boulevard. Their operators lay 
prone with intent, hard faces, ready 
to fire. This was the only show of 
force, and all that was needed. 

At 3 o’clock there was a mur- 
mur through the crowd. We could 
see two mounted men swinging 
into the boulevard in front of the 
palace, then six more, then the head 
of a marching column in field gray. 
The mounted men were Norwegian 
policemen actually escorting the 
German troops which were occu- 
pying the capital. We looked uyn- 
comprehendingly. Later I was told 
that

But her chief had 
already accepted my dispatch at 1 
o'clock. Finally, she accepted it 
reluctantly together with $64 worth 
of Norwegian crowns which had to 
be paid in advance. Then she 
told me in German that I must 
see Fraulein Hauge tomorrow 
morning or no more messages 
would be accepted. Of course, my 
own and all other dispatches for 
the next 24 hours were never sent. 
The Germans had closed all the 
wires as well as telephone lines to 
the outside world. 


The next day, Wednesday, was 
as unbelievable as the events of!

REINFORCED NORWEGIANS - 
BATTLE NAZIS NEAR SWEDEN 


LONDON, April 15 (AP). — An 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from 
Goteborg, Sweden, said that dis- 
patcthes received there from Nor- 
way today reported all traffic over 
the Norwegian-Swedish border had 
been stopped and the Norwegian 
censorship tightened. 


STOCKHOLM, April 15 (AP).— 
Nazi troops, in sporadic fighting 
with Norwegians in Southeastern 
Norway, advanced nearer the Swed- 
ish border today. 

The Norwegians, meanwhile, 
were urged to greater efforts by 


‘King Haakon VII, who broadcast 


last night an appeal to his peo- 
ple to fight on for “freedom and 
independence.” 

The King, pursued from town to 
town by German bombers since he 
abandoned Oslo with his Govern- 
ment last week, spoke from an un- 
identified station. 

His Government is said to have 
informed London that German air- 
craft evidently have orders to at- 
tack him. 


3000 Flee to Sweden. 


Swedish authorities announced 
that 3000 Norwegians, seemingly 
hard-pressed, had fled across the 
frontier near Halden at the south- 
ernmost tip of Norway and had 
been disarmed and interned. The 
Germans were said to have driven 
several miles beyond Halden to 
Kornsjo, a border station on the 
railway between Oslo and Gote- 
borg, only to retire later. 

There were reports, however, 
that despite determined German 
efforts to clear out all resistance 
between Oslo and the Swedish bor- 
der 30 miles away, Norwegian 
troops were clinging to positions 
between Mysen and Kongsvinger. 
Mysen is about 15 miles southeast 


of Oslo and Kongsvinger about 35) 


miles northeast of the capital, not 
far from the Swedish border. 
A recapitulation of reports indi- 


cated the Germans had occupied 
most of the territory within a 50 
| or 60 mile radius: to the south, west 
and north of Oslo. 

Elverum tn Ruins. 

German troops also were report- 
ed to have occupied Hiverum, 
which is about 35 miles from Olso 
and north and slightly to the east 
of Lake Mijosen. This village, 
where the Government stopped tem- 
porarily after abandoning Oslo,.was 
said to be in ruins, with scarcely 
a wall standing. 

The villages of Hamar and 
Gjovik on the northern shores of 
Lake Mjosen were bombed inter- 
mittently by German planes and 
the drea was virtually abandoned 
by its civilian population. 

Swedish correspondents reported 
there had been heavy fighting last 
night near Skarnes, about 40 miles 
northeast of Oslo and 20 miles from 
the Swedish frontier. Norwegian 
troops in this sector were said to 
have been reinforced by volunteers 
recently returned from Finland, 
who were described as showing 
“first-rate” fighting qualities. 

Nazi Planes Down in Sweden. 

A three-motored German Junkers 
warplane made a forced landing to- 
day at Mariestad, Sweden, 90 miles 
from the Swedish west coast. 

It was returning to Germany 
from dropping leaflets in Norway 
when it lost its way and exhausted 
its gasoline. It carried a crew of 
five. Swedish policy is to intern 
both the plane and flyers.

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ALLIES’ ENVOYS TELL 
OF DANISH INVASION 


LONDON, April 15 (AP).—Mem- 
bers of the British legation and 
consulate staffs in Denmark, in- 
cluding Minister C. H. Smith, ar- 
rived in England tonight.

The crew held a six-penny (10 
cents) sweepstakes on whether the 
next depth charge would split its 
hull, but it survived another hour 
of the attack, although sweep wires 
scraped its top.

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SEDITION WINES 
SAYS DEFENDANT 
GOT ARMY SHELL 


Testifies Ammunition Sup- 
plied by National Guard 
Captain Was Used in 


‘Maneuvers.’ 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP). — 
Denis A, Healy, chief Government 
witness at the trial of 16 men 
charged with plotting to overthrow 
the United States Government, tes- 
tified today he bought arms for the 
defendants and received ammuni- 
tion from Government stores. 

It was Healv’s fifth day on the 
stand and his fourth under cross-ex- 


amination, 

When the day’s session opened, 
Assistant United States Attorney 
C. Vincent Quinn moved success- 
fully for dismissal of charges 
against Claus Gunther Ernecke, 36- 
year-old German-born defendant, 
who hanged himself last week. 


United Stataes District Judge 
Marcus B. Campbell ruled that evi- 
dence involving Ernecke in the al- 
leged conspiracy was admissible 
against the surviving defendants. 

Healy, a railroad engineer who 
has testified he kept the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation informed 
as the alleged seditious plot devel- 
oped, said he bought shells at a 
sporting goods store with FBI 
money and on FBI instructions. 

The ammunition, he said, was 
used by the “Action Committee,” 
also known as the “Sports Club” in 
maneuvers at Narrowsburg, N. Y., 
last fall. 

Defense Counsel Leo Healy con- 
ducted the cross-examination. 

Q. Did the F. B. I. tell you to 
take this money and buy ammuni- 
tion? 

A. They told me to contribute to 
all activities. 

Q. Did you ever get ammunition 
out of an armory? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you steal it? 

A. No. Capt. George Barker (of 
the 101lst Cavalry, New York Na- 
tional Guard) gave me about 50 
rounds of 30.06 shells and a Ma- 
chine-gun belt. 

Witness Healy related that on in- 
structions from F. B. I. agents he 
invited Ernecke and another de- 
fendant, Macklin Boettger, to the 
cellar of his home, where a record- 
ing device had been installed by 
the F. B. I., and that he questioned 
them and served drinks.

Attitude on Puppet Setup.

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CLARK SAYS STATE 
CONVENTION IL 
NDORSE NEW DEAL 


Senator, Obviously Refer- 
ing to Stark, Brands 
Any Inferences to Con- 
trary as ‘‘False Issue.”

United Statee Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark, whose forces are in 
control of the Democratic State 
convention which met today in 
the Municipal Auditorium here, last 
night condemned as a “false issue,” 
inferences that there was some 
question as to indorsement of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's administration by 
the convention. 

“Certainly so far as I have any 
influence, the Democratic State 
convention will not adjourn with- 
out an indorsement of the national 


administration of President Roose- 
velt,” said Clark, who has not been 
in accord with New Deal policies 
at all times. “In my judgment, no 
honest doubt has ever existed in 
any reasonable mind that there 
was any such issue.” 


Statement Directed at Stark. 


While Clark’s prepared statement 
did not mention Gov. Stark by 
name, it clearly was directed 
against the Governor’s pre-conven- 
tion activity in urging selection of 
a Missouri delegation to the nation- 
al convention that would be favor- 
able. to the policies of President 
Roosevelt. 

Stark, a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States 
Senator, has repeatedly said the 
delegation should not be opposed 
to Roosevelt policies. He recently 
went to Washington and discussed 
Missouri politics with the Presi- 
dient. 

Supporters of the Governor were 
rather badly worsted in the contest 
for control of county delegates to 
the State convention, and the Gov- 
ernor withdrew opposition to selec- 
tion of Clark as chairman of the 
Missouri delegation to the national 
convention, which meets in Chicago 
on July 15. 

Senator Clark, in his statement 
las night, said there had been nu- 
merous statements attempting to 
create the impression that an is- 
sue existed as to the indorsement 
of the Democratic national admin- 
istration by the State convention. 

“Such attempts are so puerile as 
scarcely to deserve notice,” Clark 
said. “There is no such issue and 
never has been, except a some- 
what feeble attempt to create such 
an issue for personal advantage. 
. « « For anyone to undertake to 
assume the credit for bringing 
about an indorsement of a Demo- 
cratic national administration in a 
Missouri Democratic convention is 
equivalent to the far-famed fatu- 
ous announcement that the Dutch 
have captured Holland.” 


To Campaigng on New Deal Record 


He said “everyone who has sense 
enough to come in out of the rain” 
should know that candidates on 
the Democratic ticket this fall will 
campaign on the record of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s administration. 

“Necessarily, we will stand or 
fall on that issue,” Clark said, “and 
‘upon that issue I believe that we 
will stand and triumph. While not 
a candidate myself this year, I ex- 
pect to be in that campaign.” 

Referring to his own record in 
the Senate, Clark said he had al- 
ways supported administration 
measures, “except in instances 
where an honest conviction under 
my oath of office was to thé con- 
trary.” He said that if :upport of 
every measure sponsored by the ad- 
ministration be the test of democ- 
racy, “then there are few, if any, 
United States Senators who meet 
the test.” 

“Speaking for myself,” -he con- 
tinued, “I would not be a rubber 
stamp for any man.” 

“I have put in too many of the 
best years of my life trying to read 
people into the Democratic party 
to start in at this late date to un- 
dertake to read people out of the 
party,” Clark said. “Those who 
question the democracy of others 
and lay claim to being the posses- 
sors of the only pure democracy 
‘sow seeds of discard in the party. 
Attempts of this character on fic- 
\titious issues which do not exist 
give aid and comfort to our tradi- 
tional enemy, the Republican par- 


ty. 


Regrets Issue Was Raised. 


“T regret that the Republican 
party in Missouri in the coming

(The 
sinking of the Gneisenau can be 
taken with a dose of salt; she has 
been “sunk” before.) The Bluecher 
went to wreck in gaining the one 
essential objective of the whole 
campaign—a foothold at Oslo, the 
bottleneck of the line of commu- 
nications wit) Germany.

O’Mahoney Committee Studies Effect of 
Technology—How Is Purchasing Power 
of 19,000,000 Families at Bottom of Eco- 
nomic Scale to Be Increased? 


WASHINGTON, April 15, 


HE Temporary National Eco- 
T nomic Committee (the O’Maho- 

ney committee) has begun a 
hearing on “the all-important riddle 
of our time, namely, why is it that 
in a world of inexhaustible natural 
resources, inhabited by men who 
know more about the physical and 


study its charts and _ graphs, 
there’s a liberal éducation in the 
subject. 

One of the statistical facts at the 
root of the problem of technologi- 
cal unemployment: From 1924 to 
1938, thanks to the machine—-by 
which is meant all forms of im- 
poved methods of production—the 
productivity of labor increased 40 
per cent. Since 1929, the output per 
man-hour has increased 25 to 30 
per cent. 


Another point brought out by Dr. 
Kreps: The percentage of availa- 
ble workers from 45 to 64 is in- 
creasing rapidly, and “finding jobs 
for men over 40 will in the near 
future require every scrap of in- 
genuity that leaders in business and 
government can summon.” 


On the brighter side, suggesting 
the infinite possibilities that lie in 
industrial pioneering: Substantial 
portions of the output of some of 
the largest chemical companies con- 
sist of products that a few years 
ago were unknown. For example, 
the Monsanto Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis reported recently that prod- 
ucts put into commercial manufac- 
ture since 1929 accounted for 39 
per cent of its sales in 1938. Forty 
per cent of the business of the 
du Pont Co. in 1937 was done in 
products relatively unknown in 
1929. 

The present needs of industry: 
Not more capacity but more mar- 
ket. Industry is equipped to pro- 
duce a national income of 90 to 100 
billion dollars. 

At this point Chairman O’Ma- 
honey summed up: “That is an- 
other way of saying that the prob- 
lem is now one of distribution rath- 
er than of production.” 

Dr. Kreps: “Yes, I think that 
would follow.” 


the generations who preceded them, 
we still have not learned how to 
apply the wonders of technology in 
such a fashion as_ to provide de- 
cent jobs for the millions of idle 
who are able and willing to work.” 
The words are those of the chair- 
man in outlining the study. 

Why is. it that with production 
hitting the 1929 prosperity level, as 
it did toward the end of last year, 
we still had 10,000,000 unemployed? 
Why is it that we have 8,000,000 
families with incomes of less than 
$750 a year and an additional 11,- 
000,000 with incomes between $750 
and $1500? 

Why is it—to lump a hundred 
questions into one—that the genius 
which has enabled us to solve the 
problem of production has failed 
tragically before the problem of 
distribution? 

To put the question is to show 
the profound importance of the 
committee’s inquiry into the social 
and economic effects of technolo- 
gy. Chairman O’Mahoney’s pros- 
pectus is altogether admirable: 
“The leaders who have been in- 
vited to testify are under no re- 
striction of any kind. We are not 
trying to prove a case for any 
remedy or for any approach. We 
are not seeking to soliict evidence 
to justify more Government, or to 
justify increased expenditures. We 
are not trying to prove that men 
should be regimented by law, limit- 
ing their right to work, or that the 
use of machines should be in any 
way restricted or made more dif- 
ficult.” 


The question was posed: Who 
has received the benefits of tech- 
nology in the last 20 years? The 
answer, roughly, was that bene- 
fits had been distributed to the 
consumer, in the form of lower 
prices, but not to the extent that 
they should have been—not to the 
extent that they must be if the 
beneficient possibilities of the ma- 
chine are to be realized.

What the New Deal Costs. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F the huge appropriations now being 

made by Congress were submitted to 
the people for approval, it is more than 
likely that many of these appropriations 
would never be made. 

For example, the subsidy of more than 
a billion dollars to agriculture means a 
tax of almost $8 each upon 130,000,000 
citizens. If one and a half billions is to be 
appropriated for the WPA, this means 
a contribution of almost $12 from each 
inhabitant of the United States, roughly 
speaking. 

The administration has now increased 
the public debt to nearly 45 billion dol- 
lars. The annual interest upon this one 
item amounts to about $8 for every one 
of us. 

The worst thing about appropriating 
Government money for the benefit of 
one class of citizens at the expense of 
all others is that this is starting some- 
thing which is almost impossible to stop. 
It gives enormous political advantage to 
the party which is able to distribute im- 
mense amounts of money. 

It is possible that this is the reason 
Republican leaders like to have it un- 
derstood that they are quite as good 
friends of the farmers as are the New 
Dealers, the only real difference being 
that the Republicans would, of course, 
manage so well that taxes would be re- 
duced at the same time that expendi- 
tures were being increased. 

It is rather unfortunate that we have 
no political party which is radically op- 
posed to the program of special privi- 
leges to any class.

A POLITICIAN WHO GUESSED WRONG. 


Senator Clark, who said a few days ago that he 
does not give a whoop what Gov. Stark thinks or 
does, nevertheless seems to hate the Governor very 
much on his mind. In a pre-convention statement 
aimed at Stark, the Senator by inference said the 
Governor did not know enough to come in out of 
the rain because of the latter’s insistence that the 
Missouri delegation to the national convention should 
be sympathetic to the ideals of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

The Senator’s tart reply is that, of course, the 
Democrats will stand on the administration’s record 
and that “for anyone to assume the credit for bring- 
ing about an indorsement of a Democratic national 
administration in a Missouri Democratic convention 
is equivalent to the far-famed fatuous announcement 
that the Dutch have captured Holland.” The Gover- 
nor thus does not know enough to come in out of 
the rain, he is “fatuous” and, elsewhere in the Clark 
statement, he is “puerile.” 

Behind this display of ill nature lies the fact 
that Senator Clark is a politician who guessed wrong. 
He allied himself with the Pendergast machine at 
a time when the machine was going to pieces under 
the hammering of Gov. Stark. In doing so, Clark for- 
feited much of the admiration in which he had been 
held in Missouri and, while he still has a grip on the 
party through the Courthouse Ring which is today 
in convention assembled, it is the Governor rather 
than the Senator who stands out in the minds of 
the people as the leader of Missouri Democracy. 

Gov. Stark did not have Clark’s help when he broke 
with Pendergast by refusing to reappoint O’Malley, 
who has since served a prison term; he did not have 
that help when he appointed an anti-Pendergast 
Board of Election Commissioners, which erased 60,000 
fraudulent names from the Kansas City election lists; 
he did not have his help when he prevented Pender- 
gast from putting a stooge on the State Supreme 
Court; he did not have Clark’s help when he pushed 
the Kansas City police bill through the Legislature. 
And when Clark’s own appointee, United States At- 
torney Maurice Milligan, was being knifed by the 
Pendergast forces, where was the State’s senior 
Senator? He was standing on the sidelines until 
he was compelled by an indignant public opinion to 
come through with a tepid indorsement. 

Now that the Governor has received the gratitude 
of the people of Missouri for his fine work in bring- 
ing about the downfall of the most vicious political 
machine in the State’s history, the wrong-guessing 
Senator finds it difficult to control his chagrin. It 
raises the question as to who is being “fatuous” and 
who is being “puerile.” 
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NEW CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION HEAD. 

In Dr. Edward A. Ross, the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union has for its new national chairman an 
old-fashioned liberal who believes that the guaran- 
ties of the Bill of Rights mean exactly what they 
say. Dean of American sociologists, center of a 
celebrated case involving academic freedom at Stan- 
ford at the outset of the century, Dr. Ross has been 
a forum for free thought himself and has defended 
the rights of others to the same free expression, what- 
ever their views. 

“As we expand government in order to save our- 
selves from the clutches of the money-strong,” says 
Dr. Ross in accepting the chairmanship of the A. C. 
L. U., “freedom of speech and of assemblage should 
more than ever be jealously upheld.” That penetrat- 
ing thought should serve as an ample introduction 
for all who do not already know this distinguished 
American through his writings and progressive actiy- 
ities, 
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FIFTY YEARS OF THE PAN-AMERICAN UNION. 

The strong bands of mutual interest which have 

tied the nations of the Americas together date back 
much farther than the Pan-American Union, now 
celebrating its fiftieth anniversary. The struggle of 
the North American colonies for independence from 
European domination was soon emulated in the 
Caribbean and on the South American continent. 
The battle for freedom began in French Haiti as 
early as 1801. By 1822, Brazil had established its 
independence from Portugal. In thé short span of 
two more years, virtually all Latin America had 
achieved separation from Europe, and in 1826—114 
years ago—Simon Bolivar assembled the first Pan- 
American conference at Panama. 
Periods of tension such as those brought on by 
the Mexican War, Maximilian’s ill-starred venture 
and the heated Venezuelan affair served in the long 
run-only to emphasize the common stake of all the 
American nations in peace and co-operation in this 
hemisphere. By the ’90s, an outstanding need was 
for a cultural clearing house which would sponsor 
periodic conferences for interchange of data on 
social and economic needs and serve at all times as 
a demonstration of the spirit of voluntary collabo- 
ration among the American nations, large and small, 
English-speaking or Spanish. It was this need which 
the Pan-American Union arose to meet, and the use 
of Carnegie funds to erect its handsome and inspiring 
home in Washington, D. C., was a philanthropy as 
wise as it was logical. 

The Montevideo conference, at which Secretary 
Hull declared the “good neighbor” policy of the 
Roosevelt administration, and the more recent assem- 
blage at Lima, where mutual interests were clearly 
defined, are only typical of the long record of good 
works of the Pan-American Union. 
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IT’S HARD TO SCARE US. 

In the best Paul Revere manner, Representative 
Martin Dies, whose business it is to keep all Amer- 
icans 99.44 per cent patriotically pure, has warned 
the people of America—and especially the President 
and the Secretary of State—that there is a great 
German-Russian plot afoot to seize the Mexican Gov- 
ernment and use the land south of the Rio Grande 
as a base for a threatening movement against the 


United States. 


Maybe the Berlin and Moscow governments are 
smuggling thousands and thousands of agents into 
Mexico, along with shiploads of ammunition, as Dies 
Says, hut we are not at all frightened. In the first 
place, it seems to us that they need all their men 
and all their guns at home. What few they might 
spare for a North American adventure would hard- 
ly be a serious menace to Mexico, and much less to 
this country. 

It’s an old device—right out of the pages of a mys- 
tery thriller magazine—this story of a plot to seize 
Mexico for an attack on the United States. We have 
heard it time and again. Only the actor in the vil-. 
lain’s role changes from time to time. Sometimes it 
is Japan, sometimes Germany, sometimes Russia. 


But nothing ever happens. And it’s about the best 


bet we can think of that nothing will come of Mr. 
Dies’ scare either. No need yet to polish up the old 
squirrel gun for the defense of the Monroe Doctrine. 
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NO DARK-LANTERN STUFF! 

A highly important meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation will be held tomorrow night. It will proba- 
bly have significant bearing on the fate of the omi- 
nous boom to make George L. Hawkins permanent 
Superintendent. Such proportions has this cam- 
paign achieved, both within and outside the board, 
that a special meeting must be called in an effort to 
decide whether the board shall surrender to it, or go 
ahead with considering the names of six distin- 
guished educators proposed by its Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

The public has a stake in this meeting. If the 
Hawkins boom prevails, it means that intrigue and 
wire-pulling have triumphed again. It means that, 
instead of the promised clean sweep and fresh start, 
the public schools’ head will be a Iman closely asso- 
ciated with the discredited Gerling regime. It means 
that reaction has triumphed on the board, instead of 
the promised new deal, 

But will the public know what goes on at this 
meeting? Too much of the board’s business has 
hitherto ‘been transacted in secrecy. The campaign 
for Hawkins by certain board members is itself the 
product of backstage maneuvers and furtive cau- 
cuses. Tomorrow night’s dinner meeting should 
not be another of the notorious closed sessions. Busi- 
ness vital to the public will be discussed there. A 
decision may be made that will materially affect 
the welfare of St. Louis school children for years 
to come. | 

Enough of this dark-lantern secrecy. Make it a 
public meeting! 
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The first thing you know, those carping Repub- 
licans will be saying that Sumner Welles’ peace 
mission to Europe wasn’t a brilliant success, 
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™ THE CORRECT ADDRESSEE. 

Mr. Roosevelt has “addressed the wrong nation in 
condemning the Nazi invasion of Denmark and Nor- 
way,’ a Berlin spokesman says. 

This is indeed an interesting piece of rationaliza- 
tion: Britain violated Norwegian neutrality in the 
Altmark episode, and in planting mines along the 
coast, so anything Germany did after that was all 
right. 

Sure enough, those British acts were violations of 
neutrality. But they did not involve the destruc- 
tion of a nation’s independence, the murder of its 
citizens, bomb attacks on the life of its sovereign, 
capture of its cities, confiscation of its property, 
ruthless suppression of its liberties. Danes and Nor- 
wegians assuredly have no doubts as to what Power 
invaded them. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s message couldn’t have been more 
correctly addressed. 
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With the applause of Wisconsin, Nebraska and 
Illinois still ringing in his ears, the home crowd in 
New York is giving Mr. Dewey a razzberry shower. 
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A CHINK IN GALAHAD’S ARMOR. 

A new chink seems to have opened in the armor of 
that Galahad of the G. O. P., District Attorney Thom- 
as Dewey of New York, a chink that may reveal him 
as something less than the smartest Repubiican poli- 
tician in a decade or the manifest choice of the peo- 
ple for the presidency. 

The gap opened up Saturday, when Dewey’s 
New York State supporters forced National Commit- 
teeman Kenneth F. Simpson of Manhattan, the man 
who did so much to launch him on his political ‘ea- 
reer, Off the Republican State Committee, although 
Simpson’s term has not yet expired. 

The fact that the Dewey partisans found it nec- 
essary to resort to such high-handed tactics nat- 
urally raised a question among Republican politicians 
everywhere as to their candidate’s real popularity. 

Simpson lost no time in announcing that he now 
considers himself absolved from all obligation to “go 
along” with the Dewey campaigners. The prosecutor 
is far from being a unanimous choice in New York, 
he said, indicating that he would seek to split the 
State’s convention delegation. : 

It so happens that Simpson is one of the few Re- 
publican leaders who really. believes that it is high 
time for the party to abandon its old shibboleths for 
&@ more popular and liberal. platform. How real 
is Dewey’s vaunted liberalism if he found it neces- 
sary to force this man to walk the plank in the 
best Mark Hanna-Old Guard tradition? 
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Speaking of that lottery she tried to promote in 
New Mexico, Mrs. Oliver Harriman of New York 
remarked: “In times like these, we can all use 
money.” Confucius never cracked a wiser one. 
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MR. EASTMAN ATTACKS TRANSPORTATION SUBSIDIES. 

Joseph B. Eastman, chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, takes a sensational stand in 
his criticism of public aid to transportation agen- 
cies. The Government and its subdivisions for years 
have been pouring billions into railroads, waterways, 
highway-building and aviation. When Mr. Eastman 
condemns this practice as o2 “little public benefit,” 
and as often making conditions worse instead of 
better, he strikes at one of the most generally ac- 
cepted of American institutions. 

In virtually all fields, not transportation alone, the 
subsidy has become almost sacrosanct. The Gov- 
ernment made lavish gifts to the railroads, and sent 
the army to kill off the Indians, so that the lines 
could be built. It has handed out vast sums to banks 


and insurance companies, to builders and home own- 


ers, to farmers and silver mine operators. A main- 
stay of business, long after it had grown out of the 
“infant industry” stage, was the tariff. 

So Mr. Eastman will doubtless be condemned for 
preaching heresy. It certainly is high time, how- 
ever, to adopt his basic suggestion: to measure and 
plan the country’s transportation needs, to cut out 
the duplications and unnecessary elements, and put 
this business of largess on a sensible, businesslike 
basis.

Seventeen barrels of fuel oil, fed into the 
firebox of the steam locomotive, scarcely 
will move the same 12 heavy cars as far 
as Bridgeport, Conn, 

Thus, there is a 4.5-to-1 advantage shown 
in favor of the Diesel. It represents the 
improvement in overall thermal efficiency 
secured by the direct combustion of oil 
above the piston of the Diesel as compared 
with its atomization within a locomotive 
furnace, the evaporation of boiler feed- 
water, and subsequent expansion of steam 
in two simple cylinders of large dimensions. 

Locomotives are not selected on the basis 
of thermal performance alone. Under cer- 
tain circumstances, it might be difficult for 
a railway to satisfy its motive power re- 
quirements at a capital cost of $100 per 
installed horsepower. The Diesel is not 
adapted to burn coal, and there are pro- 
nounced territorial influences on the rela- 
tive fuel costs. 

7 ° * 

The personnel and facilities for the main- 
tenance of steam locomotives, highly profi- 
cient in all familiar operations, often prove 
most awkward and incompetent when called 
upon to'adapt their physical routines from 
boilers, grates, 1500-pound rods and 80-inch 
wheels, to crank-shafts, fuel-injection sys- 
tems, timing mechanisms, electric generat- 
ors and traction motors. 

Despite the fact that thermal efficiency 
is not the only advantage of the Diesel, the 
simplicity of the steam engine is preventing 
any early supercession of the type. 

It was 10 years after acceptance of the 
Diesel-electric locomotive in switching serv- 
ice before a railway found justification for 
an experimental Diesel installation for use 
in the hauling of high-speed passenger 
trains. 

The Diesel has one very serious disad- 
vantage when compared with the conven- 
tional reciprocating steam alternative. On 
an equal rated horsepower basis, the Diesel 
costs three to four times as much as a 
comparable steam design. In switching 
service, however, half the installed Diesel 
capacity will serve more efficiently than 
the full complement of power in a steam 
equivalent. 

For all switching speeds up to six miles 
an hour, a 1200-horsepower Diesel electric 
locomotive delivers higher torque (a mo- 
ment of forces which tends to produce rota- 


tion) and thus can accelerate maximum ton- 
nage more rapidly than can a steam -loco- 
motive of 2100 horsepower. 

Its superiority over a steam locomotive 
of 1500. horsepower extends to seven miles 
per hour and over a 1300-horsepower steam 
locomotive to 11 miles per hour. Corre- 
sponding Diesel advantages at low speeds 
over steam characteristics in much larger 
locomotives are apparent in both 900- and 
600-horsepower Diesels. 

Most close switching is accomplished with 
six miles per hour seldom exceeded. When- 
ever speeds are low, the Diesel-electric can 
invariably perform more work per hour. 
Hard and critical experience shows it regu- 
larly capable of more hours per day than 


the steam locomotive it replaces. 
* . . 


All these advantages, important as they 
are, would be entirely without effect if 
Diesel operation were to entail any consid- 
erable increase in hourly operating costs. 
However, such dependable operating rec- 
ords as are available clearly demonstrate 
remarkable overall economy for oil engines. 
And such records must, of necessity, relate 
to the early designs of the type. 

Comparisons show the Diesel to be less 
costly to operate than the steam locomotive 
which would be required to replace it. Of 
added advantage is the adaptability to the 
work involved in normal switching opera- 
tions, and it incurs no expense for stand-by 
fuel and accessory items. Strictly modern 
Diesels should present even more favorable 
operating comparisons. Railways are fully 
aware of these advantages, as disclosed by 
the switching-power purchase records of 
recent years. 

Perhaps the reciprocating steam locomo- 
tive has been burdened with precedent. 
Stepping up the tempo of long-established 
practice is often painful. Inertia, the prod- 
uct of years of steady plodding, exerts tre- 
mendous pressure against the urge to revo- 
lutionize to meet a new situation. 

The Diesel has a current advantage. It 
was born with it. Every steam pattern 
must struggle to earn characteristics which 
are the natural heritage of Diesel power. 
Service to the public and cost economy will 
govern. The designers of steam power rec- 
ognize their problem; and they are compe- 
tent men. It seems unreasonable to expect 
the Diesel to displace the steam locomotive 
in road freight and passenger service as it 
has in the performance of yard work, yet 
it will,-unless steam can attain full stature 
to meet the work to be done, 


Why the Color Line in Automobile Insurance? 


From the Springfield 


IRECTOR ERNEST PALMER of the 

Illinois Insurance Department has called 
upon all companies writing automobile in- 
Surance to “create some pooling arrange- 
ment” that will provide insurance for owners 
and drivers whom the companies individual- 
ly discriminate against. 

Discussing the situation to which Mr. 
Palmer refers, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
states that “the attitude of insurance compa- 
nies generally is that Negroes are not good 
risks for public liability and property dam- 
age insurance.” As the newspaper says, 
this information “will, no doubt, come as an 
astounding piece of news to many.” 

There are many Negro chauffeurs, truck 
drivers and operators of their own cars, 
and if any statistics have ever been offered 
to sustain a charge, that these Negroes fall 
below the general standard of competence 
and trustworthiness of operators, they have 
not been widely publicized. In fact, there 
is reason to believe that alleged discrimi- 
nation against them is wholly unwarranted. 

The public as well as the Negro driver is 
directly concerned in the issue. Any person 
who is eligible for a driver’s license ought to

be eligible for insurance. If he is a “bad 
risk” for an insurance company, he is a 
“bad risk” as a licensee. One advantage 
of the Massachusetts automobile insurance 
law (an adaptation of which is now be- 
fore the New York Legislature) is that it 
provides against the anomaly of licensed 
drivers who can’t obtain insurance. While 
insurance companies operating under the 
Massachusetts law try to limit the number 
of “bad risks” amtong their insured, some- 
times by arbitrary discrimination, there is 
a State board to which cases may be ap- 
pealed on their merits. 

The Illinois proposal of a pooling arrange- 
ment of companies to take care of the 
undesirables is included, in substance, in 
the New York bill. But whatever is done 
about it, drawing the color line ought by no 
means to continue.

HEN Willie Hoppe, at 52, defeated 

Jake Schaefer in the world’s three-com 
ner billiard tournament in Chicago the other 
day, he did a good deal more than wit 
a title. 
Of course, he broke the record that has 
stood since 1935 for points an inning, and 
he accomplished something that was amar 
ingly and utterly new in top-flight billiards 
by finishing the tournament with 20 com 
secutive victories and no losses against the 
world’s best players. But neither of these 
things is what we have in mind. What 
Hoppe really did was to turn time back, not 
by a day or two, but by decades. 

Often one hears laments for that age 
when the world was sweet and 1920, and 
full of such great and colorful sports cham 
pions as Jones, Tilden, Dempsey, Nurm, 
Red Grange, Walter Johnson and Babe 
Ruth.

Official circles were silent on 
the fleet’s plans, however, explain- 
ing that military movements were 
to be kept secret. 

No one- suggested the fleet was 
on a military mission rather than 
on maneuvers; secrecy has been 
imposed because of wartime con- 
ditions. It had been reported Sat- 
urday that the fleet was gathering 
to embark today on maneuvers, but 
the concentration points were not 
aisclosed. 

Belief that Italy and other na- 
tions would be drawn into the war 
soon was freely expressed in Rome. 
Giovanni Ansaldo, a newspaper 
writer who often speaks for For- 
eign Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
told Italian troops yesterday in a 


“The Altmark incident, then the 
British mine laying in Norwegian 
territorial waters indicated the en- 
emy has a new conception of neu- 
trality and was defining neutral- 
ity so that it could spread the war,” 
the Germans said. 

“Norwegian neutrality was vio- 
lated first by the Altmark affair, 
then by numerous other less spec- 
tacular events and finally by the 
mine-laying.

the polar circle on the morning of 
April 9. 

“Successful landings at Trond- 
heim and Narvik proceeded on the 
same day under the protection of 
our heavy warships. While heavy 
British maval forces were being 
warded off before Narvik, a Ger- 
man cruiser sank the British de- 
stroyer Glowworm in guarding our 
advance on Trondheim. 


“In this manner our German de- 
stroyer division was able to carry 
out its assignment. Thus, on the 
first day, the first phase of the en- 
tire operation ran on schedule. 


“The second phase, which now 
began, was defensive. It was nat- 
ural that the British would not ac- 
cept a rebuff without further  ef- 
fort . .,. accordingly, the enemy 
began operations against the 
northernmost port we had occu- 
pied (Narvik). 

“The first attempt to force a 
way into West fjord was made by 
seven British destroyers, of which 
six were sunk by our destroyers 
supported by German U-boats. (The 
British claim to have sunk one Ger- 
man destroyer and set three others 
afire, while losing two of their 
own and having two others dam- 
aged.) 

“This failure caused the English 
to follow up with a major attack 
on Saturday, which they undertook 
with forces many times superior 
to ours. Battleships, cruisers, an 
airplane carrier and destroyers 
were used against our light ships. 
(The British said the attack was 
made by the battleship Warspite 
and a “strong force of destroy- 
ers.” 


“In battle against the heaviest 
units of the British fleet, our de- 
stroyers now met a major English 
attack though they had already ex- 
perienced several fights. In tradi- 
tional spirit, our destroyers at- 
tacked the far superior enemy. 
They gave the British a courageous 
and heroic battle. 


“The total loss on both sides 
still cannot be entirely ascertained. 
(The British said seven German 
destroyers were sunk, and three 
British destroyers not seriously 
damaged.) But the deeds of our 
destroyers under Commodore Bon- 
te assure them eternal glory , 
Their comrades of the U-bgats and 
air force effectively supported 
them in repulsing the British at- 
tack.”

But the shortsightedness of 
those who argue that the indus- 
trial frontier is gone is only ex- 
ceeded by the stupid defeatism of 
those who wish to call a halt to 
economic adjustment.” 

What form should this adjust- 
ment take? Chairman O’Mahoney 
and the economist, between them, 
arriyed at this answer: There 
should be no limitation of produc- 
tion, but a building up of the con- 
suming capacity of those 19,000,000 
families at the bottom of the 
“curious” diagram the economist 
had presented. 

It gets the TNEC’c hearing off 
to a good start to have the prob- 
lem so clearly recognized and 
stated.

ANADIAN SEAMEN 
TIE UP GREAT LAKE 
SHIPPING IN STRIKE 


Closed Shop Demand Is Is- 
sue in Walkout Called at 
Opening of Springtime 
Navigation. 


TORONTO, April 15 (AP).—Sail- 
ors picketed Canada’s Great Lake 
ports from Lakehead, Ontario, to 
Montreal today as a strike called 
by the Canadian Seamen’s Union 


halted the spring-time: opening of 
navigation along the great inland 
waterway. | 

In a dozen ports members of the 
union, an affiliate of the American 
Federation of Labor, walked off 
last midnight. 

Only about 20 grain vessels were 
ready to start the season’s opera- 
tions and union officers said these 
would be unable to sail, and work 
of fitting out most of Canada’s 285 
lake boats has stopped as well. 

Contract Issue. 

Union leaders said they called the 
strike because the big shipping 
companies refused to negotiate on a 
basis of $15-a-month increase for all 
unlicensed seamen, three extra men 
on each ship and a closed-shop con- 
tract. 

An informal statement by four 
ship owners—Canada Steamship 
Lines, Upper Lakes and St. Law- 
rence Transportation Co., Colonial 
Steamship Co. and the Norman M. 
Patterson Co.—said there was no 
purpose in discussing other features 
of the proposed union contract as 
long as it was based upon a closed- 
shop demand. 

Official Charges Illegality. 

Deputy Labor Minister W. M. 
Dickson last week attempted to 
avert the shipping tie-up by in- 
forming the union that under the 
Industrial Disputes Investigation 
Act it is illegal to call a strike 
without an attempt at settlement 
before a conciliation board. “It 
should be obvious to everyone that 
this country, while at war, cannot 
afford to have its inland shipping 
tied up,” Dickson said. 

Union officers asserted in their 
reply that the industrial disputes 
act “is not intended to compel work- 
ers to become employed on terms to 
which they have not agreed,” and 
suggested a meeting with ship own- 
ers to ¥Yconclude proper arrange- 
ments.” 

If the strike becomes generally 
effective, it will affect directly 6500 
union members, and indirectly the 
officers of 285 vessels and 8000 long- 
shoremen and water-front workers, 


BURGLAR STEALS NOTES 
OF WRONG CLOSED BANK 


Second Attempt to Get Securities 
of Defunct Pana (Ill.) Deposi- 
tory Fails. 

PANA, IIL, April 15 (AP).—A bur- 
glar broke into the hotel room of 
Col. Bernard M. Meyer of Louis- 
ville, Ky., last night and stole notes 
of a defunct Linton (Ind.) bank 
once valued at $100,000. 

The thief entered Meyer’s room 
by opening a window. He apparent- 
ly intended to obtain papers of the 
closed H. M. Schuyler State Bank 
of this city, once valued at $460,000, 
purchased at auction recently by 
Meyer for $4700. The Schuyler Bank 
paper was also in the room, but was 
overlooked. 

The burglary apparently was the 
second attempt to obtain the Schuy- 
ler notes. The day after the bank 
action, a few weeks ago, the office 
of Miss Nora Molz, the Schuyler 
Bank receiver, was robbed and a 
safe cracked.

CLUB FINDS 47 KINDS | 
OF BIRD IN FOREST PARK 


Eight Veteran Members Guide 
Record Group of 200 on 
Sunday Walk. 


With eight veteran members of 
the St. Louis Bird Club as guides, 
the largest group ever to take part 
in one of the organization’s “bird 
walks” searched through Forest 
Park yesterday, seeking to distin- 
guish the dozens of bird families by 
their color, markings, size, song, 
and, when at a distance, even by 
the manner of their flight. 

Vocations represented by the 200 
persons vied as to variety with the 
species of the specimens sought. 


referred to the yellow-bellied sap- 
sucker as “sphyrapicus varius” and 
a street car motorman who was 


able to eliminate confusien in the 
minds of some‘ by explaining that 
the flicker, the yellow-hammer and 
the highholder were one and the 
same kind of woodpecker. Others 
were clerks, grocers, insurance 
salesman and Boy and Girl Scouts 
bent on badges for nature study. 
47 Species Seen. 

Wayne Short, president of the 
club, and his\seven assistant guides 
agreed that birds frequenting the 
lagoons of the park made the best 
appearance of the 47 species seen 
during the walk. It was possible 
to get within 100 feet of some 
pectoral sandpipers, hunting water 
bugs along the water’s edge. The 
sandpipers, about 10 inches. in 
length, are marked by black and 
reddish brown with a jaunty white 
stripe over the eye. The male, dur- 
ing the breeding season, sometimes 
can be seen inflating his throat 
until it bulges on his chest like a 
tumor. 

Near the sandpipers were kill- 
deer plovers with red_ eyelids, 
black-banded breast and white 
frontlet. Unusually silent, they 
never once uttered thefr loud “kill- 
d-e-e-r” cry, which rivals the blue- 
jay’s scream for shrillness. The 
lesser yellowlegs, in dusky coats 
spotted with black and _ white, 
rocked and teetered on their long 
legs. Solitary sandpipers, smaller 
and with darker legs than the 
lesser, were seen several times, 

Kingfishers and Martins. 

A kingfisher, his big, crested head 
giving his blue .and white body a 
bobtailed appearance, skimmed over 
the water. Purple martins, al- 
though not water birds, seemed to 
find the lagoons a fine place for 
snapping up insects on the wing. 
The most unusual of the water 
birds seen was the redhead duck. 


Civic Music! 


But if shore and water birds had 
their day, the woodpecker family 
also was well represented. The 
redhead, downy, red bellied, hairy, 
sapsucker and flicker were listed. 

The sparrow family included the 
white-throated, field, chipping, song, 
junco and towhee, Fitting in well 
with the song sparrow, sometimes 
referred to as the bugler of the 
spring brigade, was the bluebird. 
often dubbed the color bearer of 
the brigade.

Mother Needs 
lron in Food

HOULD an expectant mother eat 
GQ roods containing iron? 


Yes, and she should also some- 
times take pure iron in addition to 
iron-containing foods. ° 

Among the most important re- 
sults of the recent intensive inter- 
est in the study of blood conditions 
has been to show the frequency of 
a certain type of anemia in preg- 
nant women due to iron-deficiency. 
It is part of the routine job of an 
obstetrician when he first exam- 
ines an expectant mother to make 
an examination of the blood, and 
this should be done at frequent in- 
tervals during the entire progress 
of the pregnancy. This is one of 
the important duties of the modern 
doctor in carrying out ‘what is 
known as pre-natal care. 

The public should be educated in 
this and the mother should co-oper- 
ate with the doctor by submitting 
to monthly visits so that her condi- 
tion may be checked frequently 
during the period she is carrying 
the child.

DOES EXPOSURE to sunlight 
add anything to the body? 


One of the early theories of the 
nature of light described by Newton 
was that it consisted of a number 
of fine particles. This was the so- 
called “corpuscular theory.” Later 
it was decided that light was a 
mode of motion, but in modern 
days it seems to have changed its 
ground and gone back to the New- 
tonian theory, that sunlight is a 
substance, fine particles in rapid 
motion—the most rapid motion 
known, 186,000 miles per second. 

Sunlight definitely has an effect 
on the body. The sun’s rays are the 
greatest source of energy known. 
The green leaves of the vegetables 
are the most efficient trap for this 
energy, and when we eat green veg- 
etables and fruit, we acquire by in- 
direct methods some of the sun’s 
energy. This, however, should al- 
ways be supplemented by exposure 
to the sun itself.

ENDELL LEWIS WILLKIE, 
W president of giant utility hold- 

ing corporation and “dark 
horse” potentiality for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, ap- 
peared last week as a guest expert 
on the popular radio program, “In- 
formation, Please,” and in so do- 
ing, in a manner of _ speaking, 
rushed in where angels fear to 
tread. Many a distinguished guest 
before him had withered in the 
brilliant light cast by the mighty- 
minded John Kieran and nimble- 
witted Franklin P. Adams. But 
not so Willkie. He emerged from 
his ordeal with flying colors.

West 
opened the heart king, and when 
my partner’s queen dropped, evi- 
dently felt that the jack might 
follow on the second play, which 
would establish dummy’s ten spot. 
Hence, instead of laying down the 
heart ace, West shifted to a club. 
Partner won this in his own hand 
with the king, cashed the ace and 
queen of trumps, ruffed a heart, 
cashed his club ace, then returned 
to dummy by overtaking the club 
jack. Now the last heart was 
ruffed with a high trump, then a 
low trump was led back to dummy’s 
eight spot.
